It was now 11 o'clock at night nnd tho 


acenc at the time battles nil description 
Blue lights were kept conatantly burning, 
so that everything could be diattuctly seen. 
The bow of the steamer was crowded with 
men, 
whose cries of despair were awful to 


hear. The vessel was a complete wreck 
forward.- > We wera now forty feet apart 
just the length of the hawsers, along which 
three marines tried to come. 


They were thrown twenty or thirty feet 


in the air. 
I can never forget their men 


EH they struck the water and s^nk to rine 
no more. Two poor fellowa were seen un- 
der the guards on the braces. They could 
get neither up nor down. 
They maintain- 


ed their positions for about fifteen minutes, 
when n tremendous sea rolled ri«ht under 
the ship and w«shcd them both into eterni- 
ty. Quite a number jumped overboard and 
Hwam to us. Our ports were lined with our 
men, and ropes hanging overboard, gnit- 
ing, boards nnd plunks nttauheil to thorn. 
A great many w<!re waved that way. 
Our 


crow worked like heroes. Some jurnp>i! 
overboard with tha bowlines and mitdu lust 
to those who wero too much tixhauhted to 
reach the ship. dipt. Itinggold and the 
officers were untiring in their oxeitions. 


All orders were executed promptly, which 


.served in n great measure to .sustain the 
spirits of those left on the wreck. 
At 


half-past eleven o'clock the wind commenc- 
ed to lull, and word came from the steumur 
that they could keep her afloat until morn- 
ing. 


Order.-} were then given to suspend ope- 


rations until daylight. 
We had saved 150 


men at dnylighl. 
In the morning, tho .sen 


being somewhat .smoother, wo dropped a 
boat alongside of tho steamer, kept her 
just clear of the guards, tind took the re- 
mainder of the officers and crew o(F by 
dropping a line into the boat. 
They were 


then whipped aboard by tho hlinga on the 
boom Bpiuiker. 


We also hoisted on board nbout J.'5,000

THE WRECK OF. THE STBAMEU GOVERNOR. 


—Anfofficer of the United States steamer 
Habine furnishes the Boston Journal with 
a thrilling account of the wreck of the 
transport steamer Governor, on the coast 
of South Carolina, and the rescue of her 
soldier passengers, during the great gale of 
the 1st ult. Of the scene at night he says: 


It was now 11 o'clock at night and'the 


scene at the time baffles all description. 
Blue lights were kept constantly burning,, 
so that everything could be distinctly seenv 
The bow of the steamer was crowded with 
men, 
whose cries of despair were awful to 


lear. The vessel was a complete wreck~j 
forward. 
We were now forty feet apart 


ust the length of the hawsers, along which 
,hree marines tried to come. 


Th'ey_were thrown twenty or thirty feet 


n the air. I can never forget their cries 
aa they struck the water and stink to rise 
no more. Two poor fellows were seen un- 
er the guards on the braces. They could 


get neither up uor down. 
They maintain- 


d their positions for about fifteen minutes, 
vhen a tremendous sea rolled right under 
ie ship and washed them both into eterni- 
y. 
Quite a number jumped overboard and 


warn to us. Onr ports were lined with our 


men, 
and ropes hanging overboard, grat- 


ing, boards and planks attached to them. 
A great many were saved that way. Our 
crew worked like heroes. Some jumberl 
overboard with the bowlines and made fast 
to those who were too much exhausted to 
reach the ship. Capt. Kinggold and the 
officers were untiring JQ their exertions. 


All orders were executed promptly, which 


served in a. great measure to sustain the 
spirits of those left on the wreck. At 
half-past eleven o'clock the wind commenc- 
ed to lull, and word came from the steamer 
that they could keep her afloat until morn- 
ing. 


Orders were then given to suspend ope- 


rations until daylight. 
We had saved 150 


men at daylight. 
In the morning, the sea 


being somewhat smoother, we dropped a 
boat alongside of the steamer, kept her 
just clear of the guards, and took the re- 
mainder of the officers and crew off by 
dropping a line into the boat. 
They were 


then whipped aboard by the slings on the 
boom spanker.

Fifth, in order to 
cure consumptive patients, the peculiar af- 
fections under which they la'ior must be 
studied; known and counteracted by appro- 
priate measures. Sixth, the'tubercle in the 
lunjrs cannot be cured by any known reme- 
dy, but good hygienic precautions may pre- 
vent its development.

The accompanying reports of the chiefs 


of the several bureaus present the estimates 
of the appropriations required for the ser- 
vice of thia department during the fiscal 
year ending .Inne HO, IStiM, and alao the 
appropriptiona necessary to cover deficien- 
cies iu the eatimates for IStil-'Cli.

The discuasion in the senate, on Wed- 


nesday, about the "black hole" in Wash- 
ington t-allod the city jail, has waked up 
tho president, and hence the order of Sec- 
retary Seward to Oon. McClollan, in rela- 
tion to fugitive slave.: corning to our army 
Jrom Virginia. 


Senators Wilson and Grimes visited this 


prisoti, in consequonco of a report made 
by a detective on the condition of the con- 
trabumln incarcerated therein. 
Sixty of 


thoiii were found confined in filthy quarters, 
u pruy to contagious disiyases, without shoes, 
vvitU in.'uifHcient clothing, bedding or fire, 
and itt a half-starved condition. The ma- 
jority belonged to rebel masters, from whom 
they ran away to avoid being carried into 
the confederate line.s, ,or whose masters left 
them to join the rcbol.-i. Several of .them 
an: iVee men who came with northern rogi- 
menta, and Homo were employed by the 
government at the time of their arrest. One 
of them wa.'i the slave of Mary Hall, who 
keeps the largest house of ill-fame in Wash- 
ington. 
Tho .slave wan sent to the jail 


for jafc-kooping, and is boarded by the gov- 
ernment of tho United Htates, freo of ex- 
pense to her niHtres.!, to prevent the chattel 
from running away. Another, a free col- 
ored man, .-mid he was put there for walk- 
ing in tho .strot'trf with a slave girl. 
Thero 


was danger, if lliii walking together should 
bo permitted, that tho free man would in- 
duce tin; girl to marry him and run away 
to a freo .stale. Hence our government 
permits the local municipal authorities to 
p£»as a law to punish freo colored men with 
imprisonment for committing tho enormous 
crime of peaceably walking in the streets 
with one of his own race. It appears from 
Mr. Scward*d order that negroes are arrest- 
ed and incarcerated in thib miserable pris- 
on " by the city police, upon the presump- 
tion, from tlu-ir color, that they are fugitive 
slaves." 
What the condition of the colored 


race must be, .subject to the rule of such a 
police us exists in Washington, under such 
n practice, can scarcely be imagined. 


This .subject, as weH as slavery in the 


tho district, was pretty thoroughly ventila- 
ted in the .senate, by speeches from Messrs. 
Wilson, Hale, (1 rimes, bYssenden and Sum- 
ner, and a resolution for the investigation 
of the city prison,was referred totbe commit- 
tp on th« District of Columbia. It is, we 
hope, tho beginning of the end of slavery 
in tho District. The shau:e and disgrace 
of tho developments already made will 
arouse the indignation of the country, and 
the people will demand that the evil shall 
bo abated immediately. 


It will be seen by the order of Secretary 


Seward to Gen. McUlellan, that the Presi- 
dent adheres to the confiscation act, HO far 
as the character of the persons coming 
within tin; lines irorti Virginia are concern- 
ed. They must " actually have been em- 
ployed in hostile operations against the 
government." How can the general know 
this? The proof of tho fact is at Center- 
villa or Manassrs, and of course cannot be 
had. He must 50 upon the presumption 
derived from their color and the direction 
from whence they came, or reject all of 
them. 
Hero is the weak point iu that act 


which makes it almost useless. Why sho'd 
the president hft7e so much reverence for 
Hits law, while hn is ready at once to resort 
to military law when, he chooses ? 
In thia 


very order he strikes down the municipal 
law of the district when he tella Gen. Me- 
Clellan to put under military arrest any 
member of tho Washington police who in- 
carcerated one of the«e confiscated fugitives. 
Why not place the whole subject of the 
condition of the slaves of rebels under mil- 
itary law, and thus have some uniform and 
uQiciunt plan of disposing of this matter? 
This dodging behind a law of congress 
when tho slave is likely to obtain his liber- 
ty by tho rebellion of the master, and then 
using thu military power upon white men, 
without hesitaticu, is not quite consistent, 
and means, we fear, that tho government is 
afraid to look the slavery question, as con- 
n«;cb;d with rebellion, straight iu the face.

A HOKKIIII.K

habitants, as far as we can judge Jennisou 
hna fallen back, and tho wholo river coun- 
try from Scdalia westward is being ravaged 
Ky i'i ice's hordes of rufliana in gangs of 
from fifty to much larger numbers, who are 
plundering and devastating the entire re- 
gion. The rt-ipn of terror is fearful in our 
aiater state. Shall not a new force be lent 
to tho arms of the government to crush out 
the rebellion and its plotters by a use of 
t\llth« rights of war, and the power God has 
put into onr hands?—Ckicayo Tribune. 


We know of no four persons more re- 


itpona blu for the horrible condition of things 
in Missouri than tbe editors of the Tribune. 
By tteir clamor, with others, against Fre- 
mont, the government was induced to re- 
move him, when the array was withdrawn 
and his pluna reversed; thereupon tho reb- 
els overrun tho country and cause the 
atrocities above described.

The appropriations askid for the service 


ot the next fiscal year are computed for a 
force of 500,000 men. They have been re- 
duced to the lowest possible amount con- 
sistent with the public interests, and are 
based upon a strictly economical adminis- 
tration of the various branches of this 
department. 


The appropriations to cover deficiencies 


are rendered necessary by the excess of 
the force in the field over that upon which 
the estimates wore founded, and by extra- 
orpinary expenditures connected with the 
employment and discharge of tlie three 
months' contingent. 


An item of very heavy expense is the 


large mounted force which has been orga- 
nized, equipped, and made available since 
the called sussion of congress, and which 
was not computed for in the estimate.— 
While an incn'iisu of cavalry was undoubt- 
edly necessary, it has reached a numerical 
strength morn than adequate to the wants 
of the service. 
As it can only bo main- 


tained at a gru.it cost, measuicv. will be 
taken for its gradual reduction. 


In organizing our groat army, i was 


effectively aided by tho loyal governors of 
the different states, and 1 cheerfully ac- 
knowledge the prompt 
patriotism with 


which they responded to tho call of this 
department. 


Congress, during its extra session, au- 


thorized the army to bo increased by thu 
acceptance of n volunteer forco of 500,000 
men, 
and imidu tin appropriation of fivt.' 


hundred million dollars for it.s support. 
A 


call for tbe troops was immediately made ; 
but ao numerous were the offers tlmt it wan 
found difficult to discriminate in tha choice, 
where the patriotism of the people demand- 
ed that there shovtld be no restriction upon 
elistmeuts. Every portion of the loyal 
stateu desired to uwell tho army, and every 
community was anxious that it should bo 
represented in u cause that appealed to the 
noblest impulses of our people. 


So thoroughly aroused was the national 


heart, that 1 have no doubt this force would 
have been swollen to a million, had not the 
department felt compelled to restrict it, in 
the absence of authority'from the represen- 
tatives of the people to incruasti tho limited 
number. It will bo for congress to decide 
whether the army shall bo further augmen- 
ted, 
with a view to a more speedy termina- 


tion of the war, or whether it shall be con 
fined to the strength already fixed by itiw, 
In the latter case, with the object of reduc- 
ing; the volunteer force to 500,000,1 propose 
with the consent ol congress to consolidate 
such of the regiments as may from time to 
time fall below the regulation standard.— 
The adoption of this measure will decrease 
the number of ottieera, and proportionally 
diminish the expenses of the army. 


It is said of Napoleon by Jomiui, that, in 


the campaign of 1815, that great general 
on the 1st of April htvd a regular army of 
200,000 men. On the 1st of June he had 
increased thia force to 414,000. The pro- 
portion, adds Jomiui, " had he thought prop- 
er to inaugurate a vaat system of defence, 
would have raised it to 700,000 men by the 
1st of September.1' At the commencement 
of this rebellion, inaugurated by tho attack 
upon Fort Surnter, the entire military force 
at the disposal of this department was 10. 
000 regulars, principally employed in the 
west to hold in check marauding Indians. 
In April, 75,000 volunteers wero called up- 
on to enlist for three mouths' service, and 
responded with such alacrity that 77,875 
were immediately obtained. Under tho au- 
thority of the act of congress of July 22, 
1801, tho states were asked to furnish 500,- 
000 volunteers to servo for threo years, or 
during the war; and by tho act approved 
the 2'Jth of the same month, the addition of 
25,000 men to the regular army of the Uni- 
ted States was authorized. The result n, 
that we havo now an army of upwards ot 
600,000 men. If we add to this the number 
of the discharged three months' volunteers, 
the 'iggregate force furnished to the gov- 
ernment since April last exceeds 700,000 
men. 


We have here an evidence of tbe won- 


derful strength of our institutions. With- 
out conscriptions, levies, drafts, or other ex- 
traordinary expedients, we havo raised a 
greater forco than that which, gathered by 
Napoleon with the aid of all these appli- 
ances, was considered an evidence of his 
wonderful genius and energy, and of tho 
military spirit of the French nation. 
Hero 


every man has an interest in tho govern- 
ment, and rushes to its defence when dan- 
ger besets it. 


By reference to the records of the Revo- 


lution it will be seen that Massachusetts, 
with a population of 350.000 had at one 
time 50,000 troops in the field, or over one- 
sixth of her entire people—a force greatly 
exceeding the whole number of troops fur- 
nished by all the southern states during that 
war. 
Should tho present loyal ataten fur- 


uish troops in like proportion, which un- 
doubtedly would be the case should any 
emergency demand it, the government could 
promptly put into th« field an army of over 
three millions. 


It gives me great satisfaction to refer to 


the creditable degree of discipline of oar 
troops, most of whom were, a abort time 
since, engaged in the pursuits of peace.— 
They are rapidly attaining an efficiency 
which cannot fail to bring success to our 
arms. 
Officers and men alike evince an 


earnest desire to accomplish themselves in 
every duty of camp ana field, and the va- 
rious corps are animated by an emulation 
to excel each other in soldierly qualities. 


The conspiracy against the government 


extended over an area of 733,144 square 
miles, possessing a coast line of 3,523 miles, 
and a shore line of 24,414 miles, with an 
interior boundary line of 7,031 miles iu 
length. 
This conspiracy stripped us of 


anna and ammunitions, and scattered our 
navy to the most distant quarters of the 
globe. The effort to restore the Union, 
which the government entered on in April 
last, was the most gigantic endeavor in the 
history of civil war. 
The interval of seven 


months has been spent in preparation. 


The history of this rebellion, in common 


with all others, for obvious causes, records 
the first successes in favor of the insur- 
gents. The disaster at Bull Run was but 
tho natural consequence of the premature 
advance of our brave but undisciplined 
troops, which the impatience of tbe coun- 
try demanded. The betrayal also of our. 
movements by traitors in our midst enabled 
the rebels to choose and entrench their po- 
sition, nud by a reinforcement in great 
strength, at -the moment of victory, to 
snatch it from our grasp. This reverse, 
however, gave no discouragement to our 
gullaut people ; they have crowded into our 
ranks, and although large numbers have 
necessarily been rejected, a mighty army in 
invincible array, stands eager to precipitate 
itself upon the foe. Tho check that we 
have received upon the Potomac, has, 
therefore, but postponed the campaign for 
a few months. The other successes of the 
rebels, though dearly won, were mere affairs, 
with no important or permanent advantage. 
The possession of western Virginia and the 
occupation of HaLteras and Beaufort, have- 
nobly redeemed our transient reverses. 


At tho date of my last report the states 


of Delaware, Maryland, Kentucky and Mis- 
souri were threatened with rebellion. In 
Delaware, the good sense and the patriot- 
ism ot' tbe people have triumphed over the 
unholy schemes of Jie traitors. The peo 
pie of Kentucky early pronounced them- 
selves, by an unequivocal declaration at the 
ballot box, in favor of the Union ; and Ma- 
ryland, notwithstanding the efforts of bad 
men in power in tho city of Baltimore, 
when tho opportunity of a general elec- 
tion was afforded, under the lead ot her 
brave and patriotic governor, rebuked by 
an overwhelming majority the traitors who 
would have led her to destruction. In Mis- 
souri, a loyal state government has been 
established by the people, thousands of 
whom have rallied to to the support of the 
federal authority, and, in conjunction with 
troops from other portions of tho country, 
have forced the rebels to retire into the ad- 
joining state. The government established 
in Virginia by the loyal portion of her pop 
ulation is in successful operation, and 1 
have no doubt will he sustained by the peo- 
ple of tho entire state whenever the thral- 
dom of the rebel forces shall hava been re- 
moved. 


Thus has it bcon made clearly apparent 


that in whatever direction the forces of the 
Union have extended their protection, the 
repressed loyalty of the people, irresistibly 
manifesting itself, has aided to restore and 
maintain the authority of the government; 
and I doubt not that the army uow assem- 
bled on the banks of the Potomac, will 
under itH able leader, soon make such a 
demonstration as will re-establish its author- 
ity throughout the rebellious states. 


The loyal governor of Virginia is pro- 


ceeding to organize courts under the con- 
stitution and lawn of the state in all the 
eastern counties in the occupation of our 
troops. I respectfully suggest that author- 
ity should be given to the President to send 
commissioners with the army, with power 
to exercise all the functions of local gov- 
ernment wherever tha civil authority baa 
ceu.Hed to exist, and especially to enforce 
tho obligations of contracts, and the collec- 
tion of debts due to loyal creditors. 


As stated in my last report, at the com- 


mencement of this rebellion the govern- 
ment found itself deficient in arms and mu- 
nitions of war, through the bad faith of 
those entrusted with their control during 
tho preceding administration. Tue armory 
at Harper's Ferry having been destroyed 
to prevent its possession and use by the 
rebels, the government was compelled to 
rely upon the single armory at Springfield, 
and upon private establish meats, for a sup- 
ply of arms. Every effort has been made 
to increase the capacity of that armory, the 
greatest product of which, prior to these 
troubles, has never exceeded 800 muskets 
per month. 
In charge of an able and en- 


ergetic ordnance officer, tha force being 
doubled, and operations vigorously prose- 
cuted day and night, there were made at 
this establishment, during the past month 
of October, a total of 0,900 muskets, and 
it is confidently expected that 10,000 will 
be manufactured during the present month. 
On a recent visit, with a view to enlarge 
the capacity of the armory, 1 directed the 
purchase of a large quantity of machinery 
already finished, which, when put in opera- 
tion, will enable this establishment to pro- 
duce during the next year, 200,000 stand 


tional foundry for the manufacture of heavy 
artillery at such a point as may afford the 
greatest facilities (or that purpose. While 
a sufficient number of cannon, perhaps, 
could be procured from private manufacto- 
ries, the possession of a national establish- 
ment would lead to experiments which 
would be useful to the country, and prevent 
imposition in prices by the accurate knowl- 
edge that would be acquired of the real 
value of work of thia character. 


In my last report I called attention to the 


fact that legislation was necessary for 
the reorganization, upon a uniform basis, 
of the militia of the country. Some gener- 
al plan bhould be provided by congress in 
aid of the states, by which our inilita can 
be organized, armed, and disciplined, and 
made effective at any moment for immedi- 
ate service. If thouroughly trained in time 
of peace, when occasion demands, it may 
be converted into a vast army, confident in 
its discipline and unconquerable in its pat- 
riotism. . In the absence of any general 
system of organization upwards of 70,000 
men have already been brought into the 
field; and in view of the alacrity and enthu- 
siasm that have been displayed, I do not 
hesitate to express the belief_that no com- 
bination of events can ariso in which this 
country will not be able not only to protect 
itself, but contrary to its policy, which is 
peace with all the world, to enter upon ag- 
gressive operations against any power that 
may intermeddle with our domestic affairs. 
A committee should be appointed by con- 
gress, with authority to sit during the recess, 
to devise and report a plan for the general 
organization of the militia of the United 
States. 


It is of great importance that immediate 


attention should be given to the condition 
of our fortifications upon, the seaboard and 
the lakes, and upon our exposed frontiers. 
They should at once be placed iu perfect 
condition for successful defence. 
Aggres- 


sions are seldom made upon a nation ever 
ready to defend its honor and to repel in- 
suits ; and we would show to the world, that 
while engaged in quelling disturbances at 
home we are able to protect ourselves against 
attacks from abroad.

of the justly celebrated Springfield rifles. 


I respectfully suggest the reccoramenda- 


tion of a liberal appropriation by congress 
for the purpose of yet further increasing 
tho capacity .of this armory, believing that 
it can be made sufficient to supply all the 
muskets and rifles which the government 
may hereafter need in any contingency. 
Located 
in a healthy country, in tho 


midst of an industrious and an ingenious 
people, where competent workmen can al- 
ways be obtained without difficulty, and 
sufficiently near to all tbe materials needed 
in the manufacture of arms, it is at the 
same lime accessible to every part of the 
country by water and railway communica- 
tion. 


After having made contracts for arms 


with the private establishments in this 
country, it was deemed necessary by the 
President, to insure a speedy and ample 
supply, to send a special agent to Europe 
with funds to the amount of two millions 
of dollars to purchase more. I am grati- 
fied to state that he has made arrange- 
ments for a large number of arms, part of 
which have already been delivered. The 
remainder will be shipped by successive 
steamers until all shall have been received. 


Combinations among manufacturers, im- 


porters, and agents, for the sale of arms, 
have, in many eases, caused an undue in- 
crease iu prices. To prevent advantage 
being thus taken of tho necessities of the 
government, collectors of customs hare 
been directed to deliver to tho agents of 
tho United States all arms and munitions 
that may bo imported into this country. 


The demand for arms has called into ex- 


istence numerous establishments for their 
manufacture throughout the loyal portion 
of the country, and it has been the policy 
of this department to encourage the devel- 
opment of the capital, enterprise and skill 
of our people in this direction. The gov- 
ernment oliould nevei have less than a mil- 
lion of muskets in its arsenal, with a cor- 
responding proportion of arms and equip- 
ments for artillery and cavalry. Other- 
wise, it may, at a moat critical moment, 
find itself deficient in guna while having an 
abundance of men. 


1 recommend that application be made 


to congress for authority to eotabliih a n»- j^and nnmbpred, BO as to ba easily distin 


uiahed. An account of all provisions of 
'batcver character found on such plants- 
ons will be taken, and such provisious will 
e used, as far as may be necessary, for the 
uatenance of the laborers thereon. 
Any 


eficieucy of subsistence will be supplied by 
ic United States commissary, upon the 
equisitiou of the agent, to whom they will 
e charged, and for which he will account. 
Jotton and other articles when prepared for 
narket, shall be shipped for New York, 
nd so far as practicable, by the returning 
overnment transports, and all shipments 
hall bo consigned to the designated agent 
t New York, unless otherwise specially di- 
ecled by the secretary of the treasury. — 
"arofully detailed accounts will be kept by 
bo agent of all supplies furnished by the 
ruvermncnit, and of all expenditures made. 
.'he commanding general will transmit a 
weekly account of his proceedings to the 
ecretary of the treasury, and render his 
iccounts in duplicate for monthly settle- 
ment. All requisitions, bills of lading and 
nvoices will be countersigned by the mill- 
ary commander, or by such officers as he 
nay designate for the purpose. Each agent 
will so transmit his business and keep his 
ccuunta that as liltlu injury as possible 
nay accrue to private citizens who may 
naiutain, or who may within reasonable

I am directed by the preaident to call your 


attention to the following subjetct. Persons 
claimed to be held to service or labor un- 
der the laws of the state of Virginia, and 
actually employed in 
hostile operations 


against the government of the United Slates, 
frequently escape from the lines of the cue 
my'a force, and are received within the lines 
or the array of the Potomac. This depart- 
ment understands that such persons, after- 
wards coming into the city of Washington, 
are liable to be.arrested by tho city police, 
upon the presumption, from their color, 
that they are fugitives from service or labor. 
By the fourth section of the act of congress 
entitled "Au act to confiscate property used 
for insurrectionary purposes," such em- 
ployment is made a full and sufficient con 
fixation to any further claims to service and 
labor. 
Persons thus employed and cscap 


ing, are received into a military protection 
of the United Status, and their arrest as 
fugitives from labor or service should bo 
immediately followed by the military ar 
rest of the parlies making the seizure.— 
Copies of this communication will be sent 
to the mayor of the City of Washington, and 
to the marshal of the District of Columbia, 
that any collision.between the military and 
civil authorities may be avoided.

In order to the security and proper dis- 


position of the productions of the soil, and 
all other property found within the limits 
of states or parts of states declared to be in 
insurrection against the United States, and 
now occupied or to be hereafter occupied 
by the troops and authority of the Union-, 
the following regulations are established 
There shall bo appointed by the secretary 
of the treasury, with the approbation of the 
president, agents to reside at such ports or 
places as are or may be occupied by the 
forces of the United States, whoae duties it 
shall be to secure" and prepare for marke 
the cotton and such other products and 
property as may bo found or brought with 
in the lines of the army, or under the con- 
trol of the federal authorities. 


To enable such agents to fulfil the duties 


devolved upon them, the military an1! nava" 
authorities under proper instructions, wil 
render such ^military aid and protection aa 
may be required to carry out the intentions 
of this department. Persons held to aer 
vice for life, under state laws, who may 
be found within such limits, may be em 
ployed by the agent, who will prepare lists 
of the names, sex and condition of micl 
persons, and as near as may be, their re 
spective agea, together with the names o 
any persons claiming their services previ 
ously; which list shall bo made iu triplets 
one for the military commandant, one for 
the agent, and one to be immediately for 
warded to the secretary of the treasury.— 
The persons so listed will be organized fo 
systematic labor in securing and preparing 
for the market the cotton, rice and other 
products found within the territory brough 
under federal control. 
Pay rolls will b< 


prepared, and a strict account of tho labo 
daily performed by each person enterec 
thereon, for which a proper compensation 
shall be allowed and paid to the laborers.— 
The amount of such compensation will be 
fixed, in proportion to the service rendered 
by the agents, and approved by the military 
commandant and the secretary of the treas 
ury. 


An inventory of all horses, mules and 


other stock, for transportation, and othe 
property, will be carefully made, and a cop; 
transmitted to the secretary of the treasury 
signed by such agent. A record of all pro 
ducts taken possession of will be made, an< 
those of each plantation kept distinct when 
prepared for shipment. Packages from tb

The Washington Slave Prison. 


The discussion in the senate, on Wed 


nesday, about the " black hole" in Wash 
ington called the city jail, has waked np 
the president, and hence the order of Sec 
retary Seward to Gen. McClellan, in rela 
tion to fugitive slaves coming to our army 
from Virginia. 


Senators Wilson and Grimes visited thi 


prison, in consequence of a report made 
by a detective on the condition of the con 
trabande incarcerated therein. Sixty o 
thern were found conBned in filthy quarters 
a prey to contagious diseases, without shoes 
with insufficient clothing, bedding or fire 
and in a half-starved condition. The ma 
jority belonged to rebel masters, from whom 
they ran away to avoid being carried into 
the confederate lines, .or whose masters left 
them to join the rebels. Several of .them 
are free men who came with northern regi 
ments, and some were employed by the 
government at the time of their arrest; One 
of them was the slave of Mary Hall, who 
keeps the largest house of ill-fame in Wash 
ington. 
The slave was sent to the jaii 


for ijafe-keeping', and is boarded by the gov- 
ernment of the United States, free of ex- 
pense to her mistress, to prevent the chatte' 
from running away. Another, a free col- 
ored man, said he was put there for walk- 
ing in the streets with a slave girl. 
There 


was danger, if this walking together should 
be permitted, that the free man would in- 
duce the girl to marry him and run away 
to a free state. Ilcnco our government 
permits the local municipal authorities to 
pass a law to punish free colored men with 
imprisonment for committing the euormou, 
crime of peaceably walking in the streets 
with one of his own race. It appears from 
Mr. Seward's order that negroes are arrest- 
ed and incarcerated in this miserable pris- 
on " by the city police, upon the presump 
tion, from their color, that they are fugitive 
slaves." What the condition of the colored 
race must be, subject to the rule of such a 
police as exists in Washington, under such 
a practice, can scarcely be imagined. 


This subject, as well as slavery in the 


the district, was pretty thoroughly ventila- 
ted in the senate, by speeches from Messrs. 
Wilson, Hale, Grimes, Fessendenand Sum- 
ner, and a resolution for the investigation 
of the city prison,was referred to the commit- 
te on tha District of Columbia. It is, we 
Lope, the beginning of the end of slavery 
in the District. The shame and disgrace 
of the developments already made will 
arouse the indignation of the country, and 
the people will demand that the' evil shall 
be abated immediately. 


It will be seen by the order of Secretary 


Seward to Gen. McClellan, that the Presi- 
dent adheres to the confiscation act, so far 
as the character of the persons coming 
within the lines from Virginia are concern- 
ed. They must " actually have been em- 
ployed in hostile operations against the 
government." 
How can the general know 


this ? The proof of the fact is at Center- 
ville or Manasss-s, and of course cannot be 
had. He must 30 upon the presumption 
derived from their color and the direction 
from whence they came, or reject all of 
them. 
Here is the weak point in that act 


which makes it almost useless. Why sho'd 
the president bo.ve so much reverence for 
tliis law, while he is ready at once to resort 
to military law when he chooses ? 
In this 


very order he strikes down tha municipal 
law of the district when he tells Gen. Mc- 
Clellan to put under military arrest any 
member of the Washington police who in- 
carcerates one of these confiscated fugitivea. 
Why not place the whole subject of the 
condition of the slaves of rebels under mil- 
itary lav/, and thus have some uniform and 
efficient plan of disposing of this matter ? 
This dodging behind a law of congress 
when the slave is likely to obtain his liber- 
ty by the rebellion of the master, and then 
using the military power upon white men, 
•without hesitation, is not quite consistent, 
and means, we fear, that the government is 
afraid to look the slavery question, as con- 
nected with rebellion, straight in the face. 


A HORRIBLE PICTL-KE OP WAR.—By our 


dispatches of last night our readers are put 
in possession of what will constitute one of 
the most heart-rending pictures of this war. 
Kansas City has been evacuated by its in- 
habitants, as far as we can judge Jennison 
has fallen back, and the whole river coun- 
try from Sedalia westward is being ravaged 
by Price's hordes of ruffians in gangs of 
from fifty to much larger numbers, who are 
plundering and devastating the entire re- 
gion. 
The reipn of terror is fearful in our 


sister state. 
Shall not a new force be lent 


to the arms of the government to crush out j 
the rebellion and its plotters by a use of 
Blithe righis of war, and the power God has 
put into our hands ?—Chicago Tribune. 


We know of no four persons more re- 


spons ble for the horrible condition of things 
in Missouri than the editors of the Tribune. 
By their clamor, with others, against Fre- 
mont, the government was induced to re- 
move him, when the army was withdrawn 
and his plans reversed ; thereupon the reb- 
els overrun the country and cause the 
atrccHies above described. Let the Tribune 
and its partners in this great mistake shoul- 
der ihe responsibility.

The appropriations asked for the service 


of the next fiscal year are computed for a 
force of 500,000 men. They have been re 
duced to the lowest possible amount con 
sistent with the public interests, and are 
based upon a strictly economical adminis 
tration of the various branches of this 
department. 


The appropriations to cover deficiencies 


are rendered necessary by the excess 01 
.he force in the field over that upon which 
,he^estimates were founded, and by extra- 
orpiuary expenditures connected with the 
employment and discharge of the three 
months' contingent. 


An item of very heavy expense is the 


.arge mounted force which has been orga- 
nized, equipped, and made available since 
the called session of congress, and which 
.vas^ not computed for in the estimate.— 
While an increase of cavalry was undoubt- 
edly necessary, it has reached a numerical 
strength more than adequate to the wants 
of the service. As it can only be mai 
-ained at a great cost, measures will be 
taken for its gradual reduction. 


In organizing Our groat army, 1 was 


ffectively aided by the loyal governors of 
,he different states, and 1 cheerfully ac- 
tnowledge the prompt patriotism with 
which they responded to the call of this 
department. 


Congress, during its extra session, au- 


horized the army to be increased by the 
acceptance of a volunteer force of 500,000 
nen, 
and made an appropriation of five 


mndred million dollars for its support. A 
:all for the troops was immediately made ; 
but so numerous were the offers that it was 
'ound difficult to discriminate in ths choice, 
where the patriotism of the people demand- 
id that there should be no restriction upon 
ilistmeuts. Every portion of the loyal 
tales desired to swell the army, aud every 
community was anxious that it should be 
epresented in a cause that appealed to the 
noblest impulses of our people. 


So thoroughly aroused was the national 


leart, that I have no doubt this force would 
ave been swollen to a million, had no.t the 
epartmerit felt compelled to restrict it, in 
he absence of authorityjfrom the repreaen- 
atives of the people to increase the limited 
lumber. It will be for congress to decide 
whether the army shall be further au"rnen- 
ed, with a view to a more speedy termina- 
:on of the war, or whether it shall be con 
ned to the strength already fixed by law. 
n the latter case, with the object of reduc- 
ns, the volunteer force to 500,000,1 propose 
vith the consent of congress to consolidate 
nch of the regiments as may from time to 
.me fall below the regulation standard.— 
'he adoption of this measure will decrease 
le number of officers, and proportiouably 
iminish the expenses of the army. 
It is said of Napoleon by Jomiui, that, in 


IB campaign of 1815, that great general 
n the 1st of April had a regular army of 
00,000 men. On the 1st of June he had 
ncreased this force to 414,000. 
The pro- 


ortion, adds Joraini, " had he thought prop- 
r to inaugurate a vast system of defence, 
rould have raised it to 700,000 men by the 
st of September." At the commencement 
f this rebellion, inaugurated by the attack 
pon Fort Sumter, the entire military force 
t the disposal of this department was 16, 
00 regulars,_ principally employed in the 
fest to hold in check marauding Indians, 
n April, 75,000 volunteers were called up- 
n to enlist for three months' service, aud 
esponded with such alacrity that 77,875 
vere immediately obtained. Under the au- 
bority of the act of congress of July 22, 
861, the states were asked to furnish 500,- 
00 volunteers to serve for three years, or 
.uring the war; and by the act approved 
be 29th of the same month, the addition of 
5,000 men to the regular army of the Uni- 
ed States was authorized. The result 13, 
bat we have now an army of upwards of 
00,000 men. If we add to this the number 
f the discharged three months' volunteers, 
he aggregate force furnished to the gov- 
rnment since April last exceeds 700,000 
men. 


We have here an evidence of the won- 


erful strength of our institutions. With- 
ut conscriptions, levies, drafts, or other ex- 
raordinary expedients, we have raised a 
reater force than that which, gathered by 
Napoleon with the aid of all these appli- 
nces, was considered an evidence of his 


wonderful genius and energy, and of the 
military spirit of the French nation. 
Here 


every man has an interest in the govern- 
ment, and rushes to its defence when dan- 
ger besets it. 


By reference to the records of the Revo- 


lution it will be seen that Massachusetts, 
with a population of 350,000 had at one 
time 56_,000 troops in the'field, or over one- 
sixth of her entire people—a force greatly 
exceeding the whole number of troops fur- 
nished by all the southern states during that 
war. Should the present loyal states fur- 
nish troops in like proportion, which un- 
doubtedly would be the case should any 
emergency demand it, the government could 
promptly put into the field an army of over 
three millions, 
j 


It gives me great satisfaction to refer t 


the creditable degree of discipline of onr 
troops, most of whom were, a short tim 
since, engaged in the pursuits of peace.— 
They are rapidly attaining an etficienc 
which cannot fail to bring success to ou 
arms. 
Officers and men alike evince a 


earnest desire to accomplish themselves i 
every duty of camp and field, and the va 
rious corps are animated by an emulatio 
to excel each other in soldierly qualities. 


The conspiracy against the governmen 


extended over au area of 733,144 squar 
miles, possessing a coastline of3,523 mile 
and a shore line of 24,414 miles, with a 
interior boundary line of 7,031 miles i 
length. 
This conspiracy stripped us o 


arms and ammunitions, and scattered ou 
navy to the most distant quarters of th 
globe. 
The effort to restore the Uniot 


which the government entered on in Apr 
last, was the most gigantic endeavor in th 
history of civil war. 
The interval of seve 


months has been spent in preparation. 


The history of this rebellion, in cotnmoi 


with all others, for obvious causes, record 
the first successes in favor of the insur 
gents. 
The disaster at Bull Run was bu 


the natural consequence of the pretnatur 
advance of our brave but undiscipline 
troops, which the impatience of the coun 
try demanded. The betrayal also of ou 
movements by traitors in our midst enable 
the rebels to choose and entrench their po 
sition, and by a reinforcement in grea 
strength, at-the moment of victory, t 
snatch it from our grasp. This reverse 
however, gave no discouragement to ou 
gallant people ; they have crowded into ou 
ranks, and although large numbers hav 
necessarily been rejected, a mighty army i 
invincible array, stands eager to precipitat 
itself upon the foe. The check that w 
have received upon the Potomac, has 
therefore, but postponed the campaign fo 
a few months. The other successes of th 
rebels, though dearly won, were mere affairs 
with no important or permanent advantage 
The possession of western Virginia and th 
occupation of Hatteras and Beaufort, hayi 
nobly redeemed our transient reverses. 


At the date of my last report the states 


of Delaware, Maryland, Kentucky and Mis 
souri were threatened with rebellion. 
In 


Delaware, the good sense and the patriot 
ism of the people have triumphed over the 
unholy schemes of the traitors. 
The peo 


pie of Kentucky early pronounced them 
selves, by an unequivocal declaration at the 
ballot box, in favor of the Union ; and Ma 
ryland, notwithstanding the efforts of bat 
men in power in the city of Baltimore 
when the opportunity of a general elec 
tionjvas afforded, under the lead of he 
brave and patriotic governor, rebuked bj 
an overwhelming majority the traitors whc 
would have led her to destruction. In Mis 
souri, a loyal state government has been 
established by the people, thousands o 
whom have rallied to to the support of th 
federal authority, and, in conjunction with 
troops from other portions of the country 
mve forced the rebels to retire into the ad 
oining state. The government establisb.ee 
n Virginia by the loyal portion of her pop 
ilation is in successful operation, and ! 
lave no doubt will ba sustained by the peo 
)le of the entire state whenever the thral 
lorn of the rebel forces shall have been re- 
moved. 


Thus has it been made clearly apparent 


,hat in whatever direction the forces of the 
Juion have extended their protection, the 
repressed loyalty of the people, irresistibly 
manifesting itself, has aided to restore anc 
maintain the authority of the government; 
ind I doubt not that the army now assem- 
)led 
on the banks of the Potomac, wil 


under its able leader, soon make such a 
demonstration as will re-establish its anthor- 
'ty throughout the rebellious states. 


The loyal governor of Virginia is pro- 


ceeding to organize courts under the con- 
titution and laws of the state in all the 
eastern counties in the occupation of our 
roops. I respectfully suggest that author- 
ty should be given to the President to send 
ommissioners with the army, with power 
o exercise all the functions of local gov- 
rnrnent wherever the civil authority has 
:eased to exist, and especially to enforce 
he obligations of contracts, and the collec- 
ion of debts due to loyal creditors. 


As stated in my last report, at the com- 


neucement of this rebellion the govern- 
ment found itself deficient in arms aud mn- 
litions of war, through the bad faith of 
hose entrusted with their control during 
he preceding administration. Tue armory 
t Harper's Ferry having been destroyed 
o prevent its possession and use by the 
ebels, the government was compelled to 
ely upon the single armory at Springfield, 
nd upon private establishments, for a sup- 
ily of arms. 
Every effort has been made 


0 increase the capacity of that armory, the 
reatest product of which, prior to these 
roubles, has never exceeded 800 muskets 
er month. In charge of an able and en- 
rgetic ordnance officer, the force being 
cubled, and operations vigorously prose- 
uted day and night, there were made at 
lis establishment, during the past month 
f October, a total of 6,900 muskets, and 
is confidently expected that 10,000 will 
e manufactured during the present month, 
in a recent visit, with a view to enlarge 
le capacity of the armory, I directed the 
urchase of a large quantity of machinery 
Iready finished, which, when put in opera- 
on, will enable this establishment to pro- 
uce during the next year, 200,000 stand 
f the justly celebrated Springfield rifles. 
I respectfully suggest the reccommenda- 
on of a liberal appropriation by congress 
or the purpose of yet further increasing 
ie capacity .of this armory, believing that 
t can be made sufficient to supply all the 
nuskets and rifles which the government 
may hereafter need in any contingency, 
jocated 
in a healthy country, in the 


midst of an industrious and an ingenious 


eople, where competent workmea can al- 
rays be obtained without difficulty, and 
nfficiently near to all the materials needed 
1 the manufacture c." arms, it is at the 
ame time accessible to every part of the 
ountry by water and railway eommnnica- 
'ou. 


After having made contracts for arms 
ith the private establishments in this 
ountry, it was deemed necessary by the 
'resident, to insure a speedy and ample 
upply, to send a special agent to Europe 
/ith funds to the amount of two millions 
f dollars to purchase more. 
I am grati- 


ed to state that he has made arrange- 
nents for a large number of arms, part of 
irhich have already been delivered. 
The 


emainder will be shipped by successive 
'earners until all shall have been received. 


Combinations among manufacturers, im- 
orters, and agents, for the sale of arms, 
ave, in many cases, caused an undue in- 
rease in prices. To prevent advantage 
eing thus taken of the necessities of the 
overnment, collectors of customs have 
een directed to deliver to the agents of 
le United States all arms and munitions 
mt may be imported into this country. 
The demand for arms has called into ex- 
tence numerous establishments for their 
lanufacture throughout the loyal portion 
f the country, and it has been the policy 
f this department to encourage the devel- 
pment of the capital, enterprise and skill 
four people in this direction. The gov- 
rnment should never have less than a rail- 
on of muskets in its arsenal, with a cor- 
esponding proportion of arms and equip- 
nents for artillery and cavalry. Other- 


i, it may, at a most critical moment, 


nd itself deficient in guns while having an 
aundance of men. 
I recommend that application be made 
congress for authority to establish a na- 


tional foundry for the manufacture of heavy 
artillery at such a point as may afford the 
greatest facilities for that purpose. While 
a sufficient number of cannon, perhaps, 
could be procured from private manufacto- 
ries, the possession of a national establish- 
ment would lead to experiments which 
would be useful to the country, and prevent 
imposition in prices by the accurate knowl- 
edge that would be acquired of the real 
value of work of this character. 


In my last report I called attention to the 


fact that legislation was necessary for 
the reorganization, upon a uniform basis, 
of the militia of the country. Some gener- 
al plan should ba provided by congress in 
aid of the states, by which our milita can 
be organized, armed, and disciplined, aud 
made effective at any moment for immedi- 
ate service. If thonroughly trained in time 
of peace, when occasion demands, it may 
be converted into a vast army, confident in 
its discipline and unconquerable in its pat- 
riotism. 
In the absence of any general 


system of organization upwards of 70,000 
men have already been brought into the 
field ; and in view of the alacrity and enthu- 
siasm that have been displayed, I do not 
hesitate to express the belief that no com- 
bination of events can arise in which this 
country will not be able not only to protect 
itself, but contrary to its policy, which is 
peace with all the world, to enter upon ag- 
gressive operations against any power that 
may intermeddle with our domestic affairs. 
A committee should be appointed by con- 
gress, with authority to sit during the recess, 
to devise and report a plan for the_ general 
organization of the militia of the United 
States. 


It is of great importance that immediate 


attention should be given to the condition 
of our fortifications upon the seaboard and 
the lakes, and upon our exposed frontiers. 
They should at once be placed in perfect 
condition for successful defence. 
Aggres- 


sions are seldom made upon a nation ever 
ready to defend its honor and to repel in- 
sults ; and we would show to the world, that 
while engaged in quelling disturbances at 
home we are able to protect ourselves against 
attacks from abroad.

Jy the fourth section of the act of congress 
entitled "An act to confiscate property used 
or insurrectionary purposes," such em- 
iloyment is made a full and sufficient con- 
scation to any further claims to service and 
abor. Persons thus employed and escap- 
ng, are received into a military protection 
}f the United States, and their arrest as 
ugitives from labor or service should be 
mmediately followed by the military ar- 
estofthe parties making the seizure.— 
Copies of this communication will be sent 
o the mayor of the City of Washington, and 
o the marshal of the District of Columbia, 
bat any collision-between the military and 
ivil authorities may be avoided.

ued the following general regulations rela- 
ive to securing and disposing of the prop- 
rty found and bought within the territory 
Off or hereafter occupied by the United 
itates forces in the disloyal states :

In order to the security and proper dis- 
osition of the productions of the soil, and 
11 other property found within the limits 
f states or parts of states declared to be in 
nsurrection against the United States, and 
ow occupied or to be hereafter occupied 
y the troops and authority of the Union-, 
le following regulations are established: 
here shall be appointed by the secretary 
f the treasury, with the approbation of the 
resident, agents to reside at such ports or 
laces as are or may be occupied by the 
orces of the United States, whose duties it 
ball be to secure" and prepare for market 
ie cotton and such other products and 
roperty as may be found or brought with- 
n the lines of the urmy, or under the con- 
rol of the federal authorities. 


To enable such agents to fulfil the duties 
evolved upon them, the military aud naval 


guished. An account of all provisions of 
whatever character found on such planta- 
tions will betaken, and such pro visions will 
be used, as far as may be necessary, for the 
sustenance of the laborers thereon. 
Any 


deficiency of subsistence will be supplied by 
the United States commissary, upon the 
requisition of the agent, to whom they will 
be charged, and for which he will account. 
Cotton and other articles when prepared for 
market, shall be shipped for New York, 
and so far as practicable, by the returning 
government transports, and all shipments 
shall be consigned to the designated agent 
at New York, unless otherwise specially di- 
rected by the secretary of the treasury.— 
Carefully detailed accounts will be kept by 
the agent of all supplies furnished by the 
government, and of all expenditures made. 
The commanding general will transmit a 
weekly account of his proceedings to the 
secretary of the treasury, and render his 
accounts in duplicate for monthly settle- 
pent. All requisitions, bills of lading and 
invoices will be countersigned by the mili- 
tary commander, or by such officers as he 
may designate for the purpose. Each agent 
will so transmit his business and keep his 
accounts that as little injury as possible 
may accrue to private citizens who may 
maintain, or who may within reasonable 
time resume the character of loyal citizens 
of the United States.

DESPATCHES. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. 


Special to Tribune. — Col. Leonard, of the 


IMth Massachusetts, telegraphed to General 
Banks, yesterday, that his men at Hancock 
shelled and dispersed a party passing west- 
ward, too small for attack but large enough 
for trouble. For some time past the enemy 
has sent out daily, from Fairfax Court House, 
a scouting party of 1,000 or 2,000 men.

Blue lights were kept constantly burning,, 
so that everything could be distinctly seen. 
The bow of the steamer was crowded with 
men, 
whose cries of despair were awful to 


hear. The vessel was a complete wreck, 
forward.- 
We were now forty feet apart 


just the length of the hawsers, along which 
three marines tried to come. 


They were thrown twenty or thirty feet 


in the air. I can never forget their cries 
as they struck the water and sunk to rise 
no more. Two poor fellows were seen un- 
der the guards on the braces. They could 
get neither up nor down. 
They maintain- 


ed their positions for ab'out fifteen minutes, 
when a tremendous sea rolled right under 
the ship and washed them both into eterni- 
ty. Quite a number jumped overboard and 
swam to us. Our ports were lined with our 
men, 
and ropes hanging overboard, grat- 


ing, boards and planks attached to them. 
A great many were saved that way. Our 
crew worked like heroes. Some jumped 
overboard with the bowlines and made fast 
to those who were too much exhausted to 
reach the ship. Capt. Kinggold and the 
officers were untiring in their exertions. 


AH orders were executed promptly, which 


served in a great measure to sustain the 
spirits of those left on the wreck. At 
half-past eleven o'clock the wind commenc- 
ed to lull, and word came from the steamer 
that they could keep her afloat until morn- 
ing- 


Orders were then given to suspend 
ope- 


rations until daylight. 
AVe had saved 150 


men at daylight. 
In the morning, the sea 


being somewhat smoother, we dropped a 
boat alongside of the steamer, kept her 
just clear of the guards, and took tho re- 
mainder of the officers and crew off by 
dropping a line into the boat. 
They were 


then whipped aboard by tho slings on the 
boom spanker. 


We also hoisted on board about 13,000 


stand of arms, and all the ammunition, and 
most of the clothing.

The Washington slave Prison. 


The discussion in the senate, on Wed 


nesday, about the " black hole" in Wash 
ington called the city jail, has waked up 
the president, and hence the order of Sec 
retary Seward to Gen. McClellan, in rela 
tioii to fugitive slaves Doming to our arm; 
from Virginia. 


Senators Wilson and Grimes visited this 


prison, in consequence of a report made 
by a detective on the condition of the con 
trabands incarcerated therein. Sixty o1 


them were found confined in filthy quarters 
a prey to contagious diseases, without shoes 
with insufficient clothing, bedding or fire 
and in a half-starved condition. The ma 
jority belonged to rebel masters, from whom 
they ran away to avoid being carried into 
the confederate lines, .or whose masters left 
them to join the rebels. Several of .them 
are free men who came with northern regi 
ments, and some were employed by the 
government at the time of their arrest. One 
of them was the slave of Mary Hall, who 
keeps the largest house of ill-fame in Wash 
iugton. 
The slave was sent to the jai 


for safe-keeping, and is boarded by the gov- 
ernment of the United States, free of ex 
pense to her mistress, to prevent the chattel 
from running away. Another, a free col- 
ored man, said he was put there for walk- 
ing in the streets with a slave girl. There 
was danger, if this walking together should 
be permitted, that the free man would in- 
duce the girl to marry him and run away 
to a free stale. Hence our government 
permits the local municipal authorities to 
pass a law to punish free colored men with 
imprisonment for committing the enormous 
crime of peaceably walking in the streets 
with one of his own race. It appears from 
Mr. Seward's order that negroes are arrest- 
ed and incarcerated in this miserable pris- 
on " by the city police, upon the presump- 
tion, from their color, that they are fugitive 
slaves." What the condition of the colored 
race must be, subject to the rule of such a 
police as exists in Washington, under such 
a practice, can scarcely be imagined. 


This subject, as well as slavery in the 


the district, was pretty thoroughly ventila- 
ted in the senate, by speeches from Messrs. 
Wilson, Hale, Grimes, Fessenden and Sum- 
ner, and a resolution for the investigation 
of the city prison,was referred to the commit- 
te on the District of Columbia. It is, we 
hope, the beginning of the end of slavery 
in the District. 
The shame and disgrace 


of the developments already made will 
arouse the indignation of the country, and 
the people will demand that the' evil shall 
be abated immediately. 


It will be seen by the order of Secretary 


Seward to Gen. McClellan, that the Presi- 
dent adheres to the confiscation act, so far 
as the character of the persons coming 
within the lines from Virginia are concern- 
ed. They must " actually have been em- 
ployed in hostile operations against the 
government." How can the general know 
this ? The proof of the fact is at Center- 
vine or Manassas, and of course cannot be 
had. He must 30 upon the presumption 
derived from their color and the direction 
from whence they came, or reject all of 
them. 
Here is the weak point in that act 


which makes it almost useless. Why sho'd 
the president have so much reverence for 
/7tis law, while he is ready at once to resort 
to military law when he chooses ? In this 
very order he strikes down the municipal 
law of the district when he tells Gen. Mc- 
Clellan to pat under military arrest any 
member of the Washington police who in- 
carcerates one of these confiscated fngitives. 
Why not place the whole subject of the 
condition of the slaves of rebels under mil- 
itary law, and thus have some uniform and 
efficient plan of disposing of this matter ? 
This dodging behind a law of congress 
when the slave is likely to obtain his liber- 
ty by the rebellion of the master, and then 
using the military power upon white men, 
without hesitation, is not quite consistent, 
and means, we fear, that the government is 
airaid to look the slavery question, as con- 
nected with rebellion, straight in the face. 


A HOKEIBLE PICIUEE OF WAR.—By our 


dispatches of last night our readers are put 
in possession of what will constitute one of 
the most heart-rending pictures of this war. 
Kansas City has been evacuated by its in- 
habitants, as far as we can judge Jennison 
has fallen back, and the whole river coun- 
try from Sedalia westward is being ravaged 
by Price's hordes of ruffians in gangs of 
from fifty to much larger numbers, who are 
plundering and devastating the entire re- 
gion. The reipn of terror is fearful in our 
sister state. Shall not a new force be lent 
to the arms of the government to crush out 
the rebellion and its plotters by a use of 
all tie rights of war, and the power God has 
put into our hands ?—Chicago Tribum. 


We know of no four persons more re- 


sponsible for the horrible condition of things 
in Missouri than the editors of the Tribune. 
By their clamor, with others, against Fre- 
mont, the government was induced to re- 
move him, when the army was withdrawn 
and his plans reversed; thereupon the reb- 
els overrun the country and cause the 
atrocities above described. Let the Tribune 
and its partners in this great mistake shonl-

The appropriations asktd for the service 


of the next fiscal year are computed for a 
force of 500,000 men. They have been re 
duced to the lowest possible amount con 
sistent with the public interests, and are 
based upon a strictly economical adminis 
tration of the various branches of this 
department. 


The appropriations to cover deficiencies 


are rendered necessary by the excess o 
,he force in the field over that upon which 
the estimates were founded, and by extra 
orpinary expenditures connected with the 
employment and discharge of the three 
months' contingent. 


An item of very heavy expense is the 


large mounted force which has been orga 
nized, equipped, and made available since 
;he called session of congress, and which 
was not computed for in the estimate.— 
While an increase of cavalry was undoubt- 
edly necessary, it has reached a numerical 
strength more than adequate to the wants 
of the service. As it can only be main 
taiued at a great cost, measures will be 
taken for its gradual reduction. 


In organizing our great army, I was 


ffectively aided by the loyal governors ol 
,he different states, and I cheerfully ac- 
knowledge the prompt patriotism with 
which they responded to the call of this 
lepartnient. 


Congress, during its extra session, au- 


horized the army to be increased by the 
acceptance of a volunteer force of 500,000 
men, 
and made an appropriation of five 


undred million dollars for its support. A 


call for the troops was immediately made ; 
iut so numerous were the offers that it was 
band difficult to discriminate in the choice, 
where the patriotism of the people demand- 
id that there should be no restriction upon 
ilistments. Every portion of the loyal 
tales desired to swell the army, and every 
community was anxious that it should be 
epresented in a cause that appealed to the 
noblest impulses of our people. 


So thoroughly aroused was the national 


leart, that I have no doubt this force would 
lave been swollen to a million, had no.t the 
epartment felt compelled to restrict it, in 
be absence of authorityjfrom the represen- 
atives of the people to increase the limited 
umber. It will be for congress to decide 
'hetber the army shall be further augmen- 
ed, with a view to a more speedy termina- 
ion of the war, or whether it shall be con 
ned to the strength already fixed by law. 
n the latter case, with the object of reduc- 
es; the volunteer force to 500,000,1 propose 
fith the consent ot congress to consolidate 
uch of the regiments as may from time to 
me fall below the regulation standard.— 


"'he adoption of this measure will decrease 


16 number of officers, and proportiouably 
iminish the expenses of the army. 
It is said of Napoleon by Jomiui, that, in 
e campaign of 1815, that great general 
n the 1st of April had a regular army of 
00,000 men. On the 1st of June he had 
ncreased this force to 414,000. 
The pro- 


ortion,adds Jomini, " had he thought prop- 
r to inaugurate a vast system of defence, 
rould have raised it to 700,000 men by the 
st of September." At the commencement 
f this rebellion, inaugurated by the attack 
pon Fort Sumter, the entire military force 
t the disposal of this department was 16, 
00 regulars, principally employed in the 
rest to hold in check marauding Indians, 
n April, 75,000 volunteers were called up- 
n to enlist for three months' service, and 
esponded with such alacrity that 77,875 
vere immediately obtained. Under the au- 
jority of the act of congress of July 22, 
861, the states were asked to furnish 500,- 
00 volunteers to serve for three years, or 
uriug the war; and by the act approved 
IB 29th of the same month, the addition of 
5,000 men to the regular army of the Uni- 
«d States was authorized. The result is, 
bat we have now an army of upwards of 
00,000 men. If we add to this the number 
f tie discharged three months' volunteers, 
le aggregate force furnished to the gov- 
rnment since April last exceeds 700,000 
en. 
We have here an evidence of the won- 


erful strength of our institutions. With- 
ut conscriptions, levies, drafts, or other ex- 
raordinary expedients, we have raised a 
reater force than that which, gathered by 
Napoleon with the aid of all these appli- 
nces, was considered an evidence of his 
wonderful genius and energy, and of the 
military spirit of the French nation. 
Here 


every man has an interest in the govern- 
ment, and rushes to its defence when dan- 
ger besets it. 


By reference to the records of the Revo- 


lution it will be seen that Massachusetts, 
with a population of 350,000 had at one 
time 56,000 troops in the field, or over one- 
sixth of her entire people—a force greatly 
exceeding the whole number of troops fur- 
nished by all the southern states during that 
war. Should the present loyal states fur- 
nish troops in like proportion, which un- 
doubtedly would be the case should any 
emergency demand it, the government could 
promptly put into th« field an army of over 
three millions. 


It gives me great satisfaction to refer to 


the creditable degree of discipline of our 
troops, most of whom were, a short time 
since, engaged in the pursuits of peace.— 
They are rapidly attaining an efficiency 
which cannot fail to bring success to our 
arms. 
Officers and men alike evince an 


earnest desire to accomplish themselves in 
every duty of camp and field, and the va- 
rious corps are animated by an emulation 
to excel each other in soldierly qualities. 


The conspiracy against the government 


extended over an area of 733,144 square 
miles, possessing a coast line of 3,523 miles, 
and a shore line of 24,414 miles, with an 
interior boundary line of 7,031 miles in 
length. 
This conspiracy stripped us of 


arms and ammunitions, and scattered our 
navy to the most distant quarters of the 
globe. The effort to restore the Union, 
which the government entered on in April 
last, was the most gigantic endeavor in the 
history of civil war. The interval of seven 
months has been spent in preparation. 


The history of this rebellion, in common 


with all others, for obvious causes, records 
the first successes in favor of the insur- 
gents. The disaster at Bull Run was but 
the natural consequence of the premature 
advance of our brave but undisciplined 
troops, which the impatience of the coun- 
try demanded. The betrayal also of our 
movements by traitors in our midst enabled 
the rebels to choose and entrench their po- 
sition, and by a reinforcement in great 
strength, at .-the moment of victory, to 
snatch it from our grasp. This reverse, 
however, gave no discouragement to our 
gallant people ; they have crowded into our 
ranks, and although large numbers have 
necessarily been rejected, a mighty army in 
invincible array, stands eager to precipitate 
itself upon the foe. The check that we 
have received upon the Potomac, has, 
therefore, but postponed the campaign for 
a few months. The other successes of the 
rebels, though dearly won, were mere affairs, 
with no important or permanent advantage. 
The possession of western Virginia and the 
occupation of Qatteras and Beaufort, have- 
nobly redeemed our transient reverses. 


At the date of my last report the states 


of Delaware, Maryland, Kentucky and Mis- 
souri were threatened with rebellion. In 
Delaware, the good sense and the patriot- 
ism of the people have triumphed over the 
unholy schemes of uhe traitors. The peo 
pie of Kentucky early pronounced them- 
selves, by an unequivocal declaration at the 
ballot box, in favor of the Union ; and Ma- 
ryland, notwithstanding the efforts of bad 
men in power in the city of Baltimore, 
when the opportunity of a general elec- 
tion was afforded, under the lead of her 
brave and patriotic governor, rebuked by 
an overwhelming majority the traitors who 
would have led her to destruction. In Mis- 
souri, a loyal state government has been 
established by the people, thousands of 
whom have rallied to to the support of the 
"ederal authority, and, in conjunction with 
;roops from other portions of the country, 
lave forced the rebels to retire into the ad- 
oining state. The government established 
n Virginia by the loyal portion of her pop 
ilation is in successful operation, and I 
lave no doubt will be sustained by the peo- 
)le cf the entire state whenever the thral- 
dom of the rebel forces shall have been re- 
moved. 


Thus has it been made clearly apparent 


,hat in whatever direction the forces of the 
Juion have extended their protection, the 
repressed loyalty of the people, irresistibly 
manifesting itself, has aided to restore and 
maintain the authority of the government; 
nd I doubt not that the army now asaem- 
iled on the banks of the Potomac, will 
under its able leader, soon make such a 
demonstration as will re-establish its author- 
ty throughout the rebellious states. 


The loyal governor of Virginia is pro- 


ceeding to organize courts under the con- 
titution and laws of the state in all the 
eastern counties in the occupation of our 
roops. 1 respectfully suggest that author- 
ty should be given to the President to send 
•ommissioners with the army, with power 
o exercise all the functions of local gov- 
rnment wherever the civil authority has 
=eased to exist, and especially to enforce 
he obligations of contracts, and the collec- 
ion of debts due to loyal creditors. 


As stated in my last report, at the com- 


mencement of this rebellion the govern- 
ment found itself deficient in arms and mu- 
nitions of war, through the bad faith of 
hose entrusted with their control during 
he preceding administration. Tae armory 
at Harper's Ferry having been destroyed 
o prevent its posseseion and use by the 
ebels, the government was compelled to 
ely upon the single armory at Springfield, 
nd upon private establishments, for a sup- 
ly of arms. Every effort has been made 
o increase the capacity of that armory, the 
reatest product of which, prior to these 
roubles, has never exceeded 800 muskets 
er month. In charge of an able and en- 
rgetic ordnance officer, the force being 
cubled, and operations vigorously prose- 
uted day and night, there were made at 
us establishment, during the past month 
f October, a total of 6,900 muskets, and 
is confidently expected that 10,000 will 
e manufactured during the present month, 
in a recent visit, with a view to enlarge 


capacity of the armory, I directed the 


urehase of a large quantity of machinery 
Iready finished, which, when put in opera- 
on, will enable this establishment to pro- 
ace during the next year, 200,000 stand 
f the justly celebrated Springfield rifles. 
I respectfully suggest the reccommenda- 
on of a liberal appropriation by congress 
or the purpose of yet further increasing 
ie capacity .of this armory, believing that 
t can be made sufficient to supply all the 
muskets and rifles which the government 
may hereafter need in any contingency, 
jocated in a healthy country, in the 
midst of an industrious and an ingenious 
eople, where competent workmen can al- 
•ays be obtained without difficulty, and 
ufficiently near to all the materials needed 
n the manufacture of arms, it is at the 
ame time accessible to every part of the 
ountry by water and railway commnnica- 
'on. 


After having made contracts for arms 


with the private establishments in this 
ountry, it was deemed necessary by the 
'resident, to insure a speedy and ample 
upply, to send a special agent to Europe 
with funds to the amount of two millions 
f dollars to purchase more. I am gratl 


tional foundry for the manufacture of heavy 
artillery at such a point as may afford the 
greatest facilities for that purpose. While 
a sufficient number of cannon, perhaps, 
could be procured from private manufacto- 
ries, the possession of a national establish- 
ment would lead to experiments which 
would be useful to the country, and prevent 
imposition in prices by the accurate knowl- 
edge that would be acquired of the real 
value of work of this character. 


In my last report I called attention to the 


fact that legislation was necessary for 
the reorganization, upon a uniform basis, 
of the militia of the country. Some gener- 
al plan should be provided by congress in 
aid of the states, by which our milita can 
be organized, armed, and disciplined, and 
made effective at any moment for immedi- 
ate service. If thouronghly trained in time 
of peace, when occasion demands, it may 
be converted into a vast army, confident in 
its discipline and unconquerable in its pat- 
riotism. . In the absence of any general 
system of organization upwards of 70,000 
men have already been brought into the 
field; and in view of the alacrity and enthu- 
siasm that have been displayed, I do not 
hesitate to express the belief that no com- 
bination of events can arise in which this 
country will not be able not only to protect 
itself, but contrary to its policy, which is 
peace with all the world, to enter upon ag- 
gressive operations against any power that 
may intermeddle with onr domestic affairs. 
A committee should be appointed by con- 
gress, with authority to sit during the recess, 
to devise and report a plan for the general 
organization of the militia of the United 
States. 


It is of great importance that immediate 


attention should be given to the condition 
of our fortifications upon the seaboard and 
the lakes, and upon our exposed frontiers. 
They should at once be placed in perfect 
condition for successful defence. Aggres- 
sions are seldom made upon a nation ever 
ready to defend its honor and to repel in- 
sults ; and we would show to the world, that 
while engaged in quelling disturbances nt 
home we are able to protect ourselves agai nst 
attacks from abroad.

To Major General Geo. B. McCMlim: 


I am directed by the president to call your 


attention to the following subject. Persons 
claimed to be held to service or labor un- 
der the laws of the state of Virginia, and 
actually employed in hostile operations 
against the government of the United States, 
frequently escape from the lines of the ene- 
my's force, and are received within the lines 
or the army of the Potomac. This depart- 
ment understands that such persons, after- 
wards coming into the city of Washington, 
are liable to be.arrested by the city police, 
upon the presumption, from their color, 
that they are fugitives from service or labor. 
By the fourth section of the act of congress 
entitled "An act to confiscate property used 
for insurrectionary purposes," such em- 
ployment is made a full and sufficient con- 
fiscation to any further claims to service and 
labor. Persons thus employed and escap- 
ing, are received into a military protection 
of the United States, and their arrest as 
fugitives from labor or service should be 
immediately followed by the military ar- 
rest of the parties making the seizure.— 
Copies of this communication will be sent 
to the mayor of the City of Washington, and 
to the marshal of the District of Columbia, 
that any collision-between the military and 
civil authorities may be avoided.

Combinations among manufacturers, im- 
orters, and agents, for the sale of arms, 
ave, in many cases, caused an undue in- 
rease in prices. To prevent advantage 
eing thus taken of the necessities of the 
overnment, collectors of customs have 
een directed to deliver to the agents of 
ie United States all arms and munitions 
lat may be imported into this country. 
The demand for arms has called into es- 
sence numerous establishments for their 


manufacture throughout the loyal portion 


f the country, and it has been the policy 
f this department to encourage the devel- 
pment of the capital, enterprise and skill 
' our people in this direction. The gov- 
rnmerit should nevei have less than a mil- 
on of muskets in its arsenal, with a cor- 
esponding proportion of arms and equip- 
ents for artillery and cavalry.

I recommend that application be made 
congress for authority to establish a na- 


the cotton and such other products and 
property as may be found or brought with- 
in the lines of the army, or under the con- 
trol of the federal authorities.

authorities under proper instructions, will 
render such .military aid and protection as 
may be required to carry out the intentions 
of this department. Persons held to ser- 
vice for life, under state laws, who may 
be found within such limits, may be em- 
ployed by the agent, who will prepare lists 
of the names, sex and condition of such 
persons, and as near as may be, their re- 
spective ages, together with the names of 


gabbed. An account of all provisions of 
whatever character found on such planta- 
tions will be taken, and such provisions will 
be used, as far as may be necessary, for the 
sustenance of the laborers thereon. Any 
deficiency of subsistence will be supplied by 
the United States commissary, upon the 
requisition of the agent, to whom they will 
be charged, and for which he will account. 
Cotton and other articles when prepared for 
market, shall be shipped for New York, 
and so far as practicable, by the returning 
government transports, and all shipments 
shall be consigned to the designated agent 
at New York, unless otherwise specially di- 
rected by the secretary of the treasury.— 
Carefully detailed accounts will be kept by 
the agent of all supplies furnished by the 
government, and of all expenditures made. 
The commanding general will transmit a 
weekly account of his proceedings to the 
secretary of the treasury, and render his 
accounts in duplicate for monthly settle- 
ment. AH requisitions, bills of lading and 
invoices will be countersigned by the mili- 
tary commander, or by such officers as he 
may designate for the purpose. Each agent 
will so transmit his business and keep his 
accounts that as little injury as possible 
may accrue to private citizens who may 
maintain, or who may within reasonable 
time resume the character of loyal citizens 
of the United States.

December 2d, 1861.

MESSRS. EDITORS :—We have at last left 


the Knob and are now stationed on the 
bank of the Mississippi river, some twenty- 
five miles south of St. Louie. The llth 
Wisconsin is here with us. We are being 
formed into a brigade for the purpose of 
going down the river with the great expe- 
dition. The gunboats pass here almost 
every day ; two have just passed down, and 
they are saucy looking things. Col. Mur- 
phy is commanding the post here at present. 


We had quite an excitement here last 


night. A member of my company, by the 
name of Edwin Drake, and Bill Williams 
of company K, passed outside of the pick- 
ets, and in coming in were caught by one 
of the guard, who demanded their pass. 
Williams fired two shots at the guard, and 
two of them rushed immediately at him 
with bayonets. One run the bayonet en- 
tirely through his body, the other through 
the eye, which came oat through the top 
of the head. He was taken to the hospital, 
and is alive up to this time. Drake was 
arrested at the same time, and will be court 
martialed and probably shot. 


I enlisted one man at the Knob, and will 


muster five more to-morrow; so you see I 
hold my own down here. We had a slight 
fall of snow last night, but the sun soon 
cleared the ground. 


We have buried seven men out of our 


regiment since we have been here. I left 
five at Ironton in the hospital sick, but 
nothing serious, I think. 
You must hurry 


up that 13th if you want them in this brig- 
ade. We are preparing grounds for more 
troops, aud I understand the 12th is com- 
ing here with ns. 
The llth is a fine look- 


ing regiment, but their good clothes have 
not been slept in as much as those of the 
8th.
